7. Sanpling Protocol for Incomng Street Sweepi ngs
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Prior to the street sweepings being delivered to the facility
for blending, it shall be sanpled and analyzed for the
constituents listed in Section IIl, Condition 7(c). The
street sweepings nust neet the nost stringent of the non-
residential direct contact soil cleanup criteria. Any street
sweepi ngs not neeting the non-residential direct contact soil
cleanup criteria may not be accepted by the facility.

The street sweepings shall be sanpled at the point of
generation in the follow ng manner:

(a) Sanmpling plan, collection, preservation, and handling for
all required sanpling and analysis nust be perforned in
accordance wth the New Jersey’s Technical Requirenents
for Site Renediation at N J.AC. 7:26E and the | atest
edition of the “New Jersey Departnent of Environnental
Protection, Hazardous Waste Prograns, Field Sanpling
Procedures Manual ”. The Technical Regulations may be
purchased from West Publishing at (800) 808-WEST. The
sanpling manual may be purchased from: NJDEP Maps and
Publ i cations, P.O Box 402, Trenton, N. J. 08625.

(b) All analysis must be perforned by a New Jersey certified
| aboratory. Al'l street sweepings mnust be tested using
the nost current approved test nethodol ogy in accordance
w t h USEPA SW 846.

(c) The sanpling and analysis shall be inplenmented as
fol |l ows.

(1) Every 100 cubic yards of street sweepings shall be
sanpled and analyzed for TPH in the follow ng
manner: a representative sanple from every 20 cubic
yards shall be taken and these five sanples shall be
conposited into one sanple and anal yzed. Wen the
vol une IS | ess t han 100 cubi ¢ yards, a
representative sanple of every 20 cubic yards, or
fraction thereof, shall be taken and these sanples
shall be conposited into one sanple and anal yzed.

(2) Every 800 cubic yards of street sweepings shall be

| ead, nercury, nickel, and total volatile organic
conpounds ( VOCs), in the followng nanner: a
representative sanple from every 100 cubic vyards
shall be taken and these sanples shall be conposited
into one sanple and anal yzed. When the volune is
| ess than 800 cubic yards, a representative sanple
of every 100 cubic yards, or fraction thereof, shall
be taken and these sanples shall be conposited into
one sanpl e and anal yzed.

Any bl ended street sweepings which do not neet the above
criteria will be considered residue. This residue shall
be stored in containers wthin the approved blended
street sweeping area as depicted on the approved site

plan and shall be disposed of 1in accordance wth
Condition 1(b) through (d) of Section Il of this
approval .

Anal ytical records nust be submtted to the Bureau of
Landfill and Recycling Managenent on a nonthly basis and
all analysis records nust be kept for a mninmum of three
years and nmade available for inspection by Departnent
per sonnel upon request.
